^I'onsttlerahle  apprehension  have  been 
ivciiau  e<l  ny  tnai  y persona  for  the  vra- 
«rl*  which  sailed  Iasi  year  to  the  Arctic 
Seas,  on  recount  ol  them;  hut  theae  feats 
have  not  existed  w'nti  thoae  acquainted 
with'the subject. — It  is  well  known  that 
the  Object,  in  the  first  instance,  was  to 
rxplore ■ Lancaster  Sound:  and  which 
nad  been  reprauantad,  by  ms  comman- 
der of  the  former  expedition,  as  entirely 
surr04ii*dc*l  by  land,  and  nearly  blocked 
up  with  ice.  The  ships  were  seen  and 
spoken  to  in  July  last  year,  being  then  on 
llieir  passage  to  Lancaster  ‘tout'd  ; and, 
as  they  have  neither  been  sect  or  heard 
of  since,  it  is  e.oiijectured  that  ttiey  have 
made  then-  way  through  the  Sound,  into
